NEW  MINIATURES 

DEANNA,  MFD.  The  most  delightful  shade  of  clear  pink, 
so  seldom  seen  in  a  dahlia,  makes  this  little  gem  stand  out 
among  all  others.  The  perfectly  formed  blooms  are  produced 
in  abundance  and  have  long  stems  which  hold  them  well  above 
the  foliage.  Plants  are  strong  and  well  branched.

ROSALIE  WHITE,  MFD.  This  is  a  charming  combina¬ 
tion  of  white  with  clean  cut  bands  of  light  purple  or  deep  rose. 
The  background  is  pure  white  from  the  tips  to  near  the  base 
of  petals  where  there  is  a  slight  trace  of  creamy-white.  Bands 
of  light  purple  extend  up  the  edges  of  petals  from  near  the 
base  to  within  from  the  tips  leaving  the  tips  all  white. 
The  blooms  are  perfect,  have  long  stiff  stems  and  a  pleasing, 
dainty  color  combination.  The  three  foot  plants  are  free 
flowering  and  make  a  vigorous  growth.
